At a place called Umm-et-Tabul 
we fought a rearguard action to drive 
off the pursuing Turks Inflicting 1.- 
(W»0 casualties as compared with 500 
suffered ourselves. And It was here 
that we were saved from complete 
annihilation owing to a large force 
of Turks sent south to cut off our 
retreat losing Its way In the desert. 

Making a Stand. 

Thanks to this piece of rood for¬ 
tune we arrived after six days march¬ 
ing and fighting at the town of Kut- 
e!-Amaru, ahd here Townahend de¬ 
cided to make u stand, nne reason 
for his decision was. no doubt, the ex¬ 
hausted condition of his troops. An¬ 
other. that If the retreat was contin¬ 
ued further It would almost certainly 
have to be continued as far »a Busra 
and thus the great stretch of country 
won «s ho much cost by the plucky 
little 6th. Division would have been 
lost. Moreover the position of Kut on 
a horseshoe bend of the Tigris mode 
It a possible place to hold against 
superior numbers. 8o at Kut we 
stopped. _ 

Wrtrvrni hed there on December 2. 
The Cavalry Brigade and a buttery 
of the R.H.A. went on down to Amura. 
The rest of us remained behind end 
dug trenches across the neck of the 
bend to form our front line. A couple 
of days later we wdre completely In¬ 
vested and the siegw had begun. 

Tp to the very end none of ua had 
any doubt shout our relief. That the 
British would fall to get through to 
us seemed unthinkable. And yet, had 
we known It, the only time relief cam#, 
within measurable distance was on 
March A when General Aylmer made 
his big attack—and how near the at¬ 
tack came to being successful we 
a f t erw a rds"- Rwww-'tho Turks 
themselves. It appears from their 
story that the Dujallah Redoubt, 
which was the key to the position, 
was held that morning hy nothing 
more formidable than an Arab bat¬ 
talion. They thought the game was 
up. But Aylmer to their surprise In¬ 
stead of pushing home his attsck pro¬ 
ceeded to bombard their positions, and 
under cover of the bombardment they 
were able to bring up reinforcement a 
which foiled the British attack when 
at last It wne made. Aylmer, having 
-fatted^ was then obliged Lo wlthdraw 
hla troops owing to lack of water and 
the opportunity was lost never to be 

regained. 

Another factor which contributed 
to the failure to relieve Kut waa the 
wet weather. After rain the face of 
Ihe Mesopotamian desert be c o m e s a 


In fact the force which fought so 
gallantly to relieve us had many 
difficulties to contend with. TVs did 
not realise it at the time but we have 
done since. 

Th# Surrender. 

On April 29, 1916. when every parti¬ 
cle of food Including that dropped by 
our aeroplanes had been consumed 
we surrendered. The siege had then 
lasted nearly five months, and wka 
thus longer than either the siege 
of Plevna in the Rusoo-TurkUh 
war or the siege of Ladysmith In the 
Boer w^r. 

Although It was not like these two. 
successful. It nevertheless saved low¬ 
er Mesopotamia for the British, and 
(hose of us who endured Its rigors 
have at least the consolation of know¬ 
ing that we were beaten not by the 
Turks but by that more Insidious 
enemy starvation

MANUFACTURERS SAY 
EASTERNERS FAVORED 

Charge That Orders For 
Equipment of Vessels Here 
Go to Montreal 

A vigorous protest will be made by 
the B. C. Manufacturers’ Association 
and the Metal Trades Employers’ As¬ 
sociation of British Columbia, against 
the placing of orders for equipment 
for vessels built In this Province, 
with ssstern firms. 

The matter was discussed at meet¬ 
ings of the two bodies mentioned, one 
held on Tuesday night in Vancouver, 
and the other on Wed need sy night, at 
the latter meeting it being decided 
to leave the framing of a protect 
with the executive committee, to act 
la conjunction with the executive of 
the Metal Trades Employers’ Associ¬ 
ation. 

JL V, Young, of tke North Shore 
Iron Works. Ltd., Informed the meet¬ 
ing of the B. C. Man u fac tur e r s* As¬ 
sociation on Wednesday that his firm 
had tendered on winches for veeeele 
being built at Wallace's yards, ac¬ 
cording to specifications received 
from the department at Ottawa, and 
had even made certain changes after¬ 
wards to suit the department. Orders 
for the winches had been placed with 
the Nort£ Shore Iren Works, but 
after a certain number had been sup¬ 
plied. the order had been cancelled 
by one of the Inspectors of the de¬ 
partment. 

It had been since admlttd. said Mr. 
Young, that instructions had been 
given in the accepting of tenders, to 
place the orders with the Vickers 
firm of Montreal. The Bchaake 
Machinery Company and Allan and 
McKelvle had met with a like ex¬ 
perience, and he had learned that not 
only the local orders, but also the 
orders for the equipment of boats 
being bollt at Prince Rupert and Vic¬ 
toria had been given to the Vickers ■ 
firm. He produced a copy of re- 1 
port made for his firm by an Inde¬ 
pendent local marine engineer, on 
the make #nd materials of winches 
manufactured by his firm, as com¬ 
pared with those manufactured by 
the Vickers firm, the report very 
strongly favoring the local manufac¬ 
tured article. 

He failed to see why such 
“marked antagonism" should be 
shown to the manufacturers of this 
Province, he declared, but said there 
was no doubt that policy of the de¬ 
partment at Ottawa was to "knock" 
the manufacturers on the Coast. Me 
had complained to the deputy min¬ 
ister and had received a reply that 
no discrimination hod been shown 
and that the department would wel¬ 
come an investigation.

slummy dwellings always visible to I 
my eyes, and one of London's moat I 
densely crowded arteries' within h 
few minutes’ walk.

Without any pretence to a 
thorough examination, or to cover¬ 
ing ail the ground that my permit ; 
authorised me to errors. I hgve, 
nevertheless, managed to compile u 
list of between seventy and eighty 
different wild flowera in bloom with¬ 
in two or three miles of a big ter¬ 
minus—this without reckoning sev¬ 
eral varieties of hawk#eed and urn - j 
bnlllferoua plants, which, with m> 
very limited knowledge of botany, it 
would take me too long positively to 
Identify. 

I found, for Instance, a patch of 
the beautiful rose-bay willow herb | 
growing by a slag heap 1 was a*, 
delighted to encounter them there as 
1 should he to find the fritillary. or 
rirasa of Parnassus, growing wild In | 
Meet -street. I found, too. many j 
large patches of the sweetly-smell¬ 
ing (and sweetly - named * meltlot. 
while the purple-tufted vetch, the 
toad flax, and tlie meadow vetchllng 
were also growing profusely.

Workers on All Railways, 
Whether Steam or Electric, 
to Strike 


London, Sept. 26.—It ' wee an¬ 
nounced this afternoon that ell 
arrangement* had been made for the 
edhvdysnoe of foodstuffs te London 
during ths railway strike, which has 
been celled to begin to-night at mid¬ 
night. Loyal railway workers will 
be afforded protection by the -auth¬ 
orities, and the maintenance of essen¬ 
tial services also has bean provided 
far. 

The strike will apply to a(l rail¬ 
ways, whether steam or electric, it 
ia declared in an official statement 

uy the roil way men. 

The worker$, on the London sub¬ 
wave have not yet made known whet 
their attitude will be, although it 1$ 
thought probable they also will 
strike. It Is considered likely, too, 
that some of the motor bus lines wiil 
be affected. 

The official announcement from 
Downing Btreet on the breakdown of 
the negotiation* between the Govern¬ 
ment and the railwayman read: 

"The conference failed to arrive at 
an agreement and a strike will take 
place to-night." 

Ernest Efforts. 

All the Cabinet Ministers worked at 
full pressure In an endeavor to pre¬ 
vent what wa* recognised as promis¬ 
ing to be the most momentous strike 
that has ever occurred on the British 
railways.' Likewise, before the break 
took place James Henry Thomas the 
railw’aymen'a leader, declared in an¬ 
swer to an inquiry: "God knows 1 
am trying hard tp bring about a set¬ 
tlement." 

Immediately after the breach Mr. 
Thomas began a consultation with 
his colleagues of the National Union 
of Railwsymen. 

Inquiries at the headquarter* of the 
big Transport Workers' Federation 
elicited no statement as to what 
action the organisation might take 
in the situation. 

No Common Ground. 

At no single point at any stage of 
the negotiations wa* there common 
ground between the railroad men 
and the Government, according -to 
an official. The Government n>a4e 
a new offer and at the same time 
undertook to consider Any anomal¬ 
ies In the scheme for wuge standard¬ 
isation. ■ This, however, was condi¬ 
tionally rejected by the railway- 
men's repr ese n ta fives. 

Ih an Interview Mr. Thomas said 
that no effort had been spared by 
the executive of hi* organisation or 
by himself to find a way to avert 
the crisis, but that the Prime Mlnls- 
| ter had found It impossible to agree 
upon the standardisation of wage* 
for all grade* of employees on the 
same basis as that already agreed 
upon in the case of the locomotivt , 
men. 

Therefore the committee felt there 
was no alternative but to call a 
strike. 

No Rioting.

realise that neither disorder nor riot¬ 
ing will help their cause.

It Is the Intention of the <ivte 
authorities to resume the Johnson 
Btreet negotiations, which have been 
delayed for some two months now, 
When E. W. Beatty. ITealdent of the 
C P. R, and D. C. Coleman, vice- 
president, arrive in Victoria early In 
October. 

In making this announcement this 
morning. Mayor Porter expressed 
considerable dissatisfaction over the 
delay In the bridge question, and 
complained that be could get no de¬ 
finite answer from the Railway 
Company. The question In dispute, 
he pointed out, was whether any 
other railway than the C. P. R 
should be allowed to bring freight 
cars across the proposed new John¬ 
son Btreet bridge. The Mayor asked 
the railway officials by telegram 
sometime ago for a definite answer 
on this matter, but he has received 
no reply. The Railway Company 
takes the ground that' only Its cars 
should be allowed on the bridge, 
while the city ia not willing to grant 
this exclusive privilege for all time 
to come. A deadlock has resulted. 

Another Interesting turn to the 
Johnson Btreet bridge problem Is the j 
establishment by the C N. R of a 
diamond In Saanich so that It Is now i 
possible for- C. N. R cars to he 
brought Into the heart of the city 
over the R C. Electric Interurban 
line. In this way. the C. N. R has 
achieved the . same advantage# It 
would have secured had i,t been able 
tc croea over the new Johnson Street 
bridge. The grade of the C. N. R. 
line makes tl Impossible for it U>. 
cross the proposed viaduct, but by 
Its arrangement with the B. C. Elec¬ 
tric Company It will be able readily 
to secure freight from the dealers In 
the city.

The prisoner 
then wrote a letter, of which he 
showed her a copy and which she 
said she must have on her person 
when she died. In the letter, which 
was partly Illegible, the witness was 
made to aay that she Intended to die 
and to name a certain man as hav¬ 
ing .wronged her and come between 
her and her husband. 

ghe said in her evidence that Hart- 
wlck gave her a bottle of carbolic 
acid to kin herself with. Witness 
said that after she had written the 
letter the prisoner made her burn the 
copy. She said she was forced to 
writs the letter in order to be permit¬ 
ted to go to her home.
